Although  the  Huroof  Muqatta’aat  appear  in  combinations  of 
two  or  more  letters  and  adjoin  each  other  in  their  script,  they  are 
pronounced  as  separate  letters  when  recited.  It  is  because  of 
their  separate  pronunciation  that  they  are  referred  to  as  Huroof 
Muqatta’aat  i.e.  “Detached/Isolated  Letters”. 

The  majority  of  the  blessed  Companions  i£#-2£  and  the 
generation  next  to  them,  the  Tabi'in,  and  also  the  later 
authoritative  scholars  have  preferred  the  view  that  the  isolated 
letters  are  symbols  or  mysteries,  the  meaning  of  which  is  known 
to  Allah  H  ™??”  alone  or  may  have  been  entrusted  as  a  special 
secret  to  the  Holy  Prophet  S3  ifi-  not  to  be  communicated  to 
anyone  else.  That  is  why  no  commentary  or  explanation  of 
these  letters  has  at  all  been  reported  from  him. 

The  isolated  letters  too  are  the  secrets  of  Allah  fg--"  in  the 
Holy  Qur'an,  and  hence  they  are  among  the  Mutashabihat  (of 
hidden  meaning),  the  meaning  of  which  is  known  to  Allah 
Sf-™!?1  alone,  and  it  is  not  permissible  for  us  even  to  enter  into 
any  discussion  with  regard  to  them.  The  isolated  letters  are  not, 
however,  without  some  benefit  to  us.  Firstly,  to  believe  in  them 
and  to  recite  them  is  in  itself  a  great  merit.  Secondly,  in  reciting 
them  we  receive  spiritual  blessings  from  the  unseen  world,  even 
if  we  are  not  aware  of  the  fact.  (Ma’ariful  Qur’an)
